REV.  HOWARD  LOCH  stated  that 
the  Consistory  of  the  Mission  at 
Pitcairn,  Pa.,  feels  more  optimistic  about 
the  Church  work  than  it  has  felt  for  some 
time.  The  evening  services  have  been 
particularly  well  attended,  averaging  for 
the  first  four  Sundays  in  May,  104.  On 
the  first  Sunday  in  June  150  were  pres- 
ent at  the  evening  service.  The  morning 
attendance  and  the  Church  School  at- 
tendance have  been  better  than  last  year. 
This  Mission  is  among  the  first  26  con- 
gregations in  the  Church  to  pay  the  full 
amount  asked  for  the  Emergency  Fund. 
The  only  students  for  the  ministry  from 
Allegheny  Classis  come  from  this  con- 
gregation. Morris  Cooper  graduated  this 
May  from  the  Seminary  at  Lancaster, 
and  Ira  Harkins  finished  his  college 
course  in  June  of  this  year.

Working  conditions  among  the  mem- 
bers in  many  of  our  Hungarian  congrega- 
tions are  particularly  bad.  Rev.  Geza 
Lorincze,  who  is  supplying  the  Mission 
at  Middletown,  Ohio,  stated  that  the 
working  men  of  the  congregation  are 
almost  without  work.  They  work  only 
one,  or  perhaps  two  days  out  of  the  week. 
Yet  these  people  gave  an  ofifering  to  the 
Emergency  Fund.  And  this  is  only  one 
such  congregation  among  the  Hungarians 
which  has  made  a  real  sacrificial  offering 
towards  the  Emergency  Fund  of  the 
Boards  of  Home  and  Foreign  Missions.

Francisco,  Cal. :  "I  reaUze  that  our  peo- 
ple are  passing  through  one  of  the  most 
difficult  periods  of  recent  experience  and 
many  are  alarmed  and  fearful.  We  are 
striving  by  every  means  to  carry  on  our 
work  and  service  with  faith  and  efficiency. 
The  Young  People's  Christian  Endeavor 
Society  is  reorganizing  itself  to  meet  the 
special  needs  of  the  young  members  in 
the  Church  .  .  .  Last  Sunday  night  there 
were  20  young  people  present.  We  have 
another  young  people's  group  which  is 
called  the  Young  Men's  Society,  with 
18  members."  We  are  very  glad  to  show 
our  readers  a  picture  of  this  group  of 
young  men,  which  was  taken  on  Mother's 
Day.  Three  young  men  from  this  con- 
gregation graduated  this  Spring  from  the 
University  of  California,  one  of  whom, 
Mr.  Siberius  Saito,  received  the  highest 
honor  in  Architecture.

The  following  is  quoted  from  a  letter 
received  from  a  Missionary  in  the 
Northwest:  "We  have  three  families  who 
have  not  been  able  to  get  a  new  auto 
license  and  cannot  use  their  cars,  one

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family  where  three  children  were  to  be 
confirmed  but  they  have  not  the  money 
to  buy  them  the  needed  clothes,  others 
have  had  their  phones  taken  out,  others 
lapsed  their  fire  insurance,  so  we  have  a 
considerable  number  who  are  not  able  to 
pay  their  church  dues."  The  congregation 
pays  this  brother  $30  per  month,  and  is 
considerably  behind  with  that,  and  then 
the  Board  has  not  been  able  to  pay  him 

The  Winnebago 

IN  connection  with  the  Winnebago  Mis- 
sion the  most  fruitful  event  during  the 
triennium,  from  the  standpoint  of  service, 
was  the  addition  of  a  new  wing  to  the 
building  at  Neillsville.  The  new  wing 
is  used  as  the  girls'  dormitory,  and  has 
more  than  doubled  the  size  of  the  build- 
ing. The  enlarged  building  was  made 
possible  by  a  special  fund  raised  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  General 
Synod,  amounting  to  $56,000.  The  equip- 
ment of  $5,000  more  was  also  raised  by 
the  Missionary  Societies.  The  building 
now  has  comfortable  accommodations  for 
more  than  100  pupils,  plus  the  teachers 
and  helpers.  The  building  and  its  equip- 
ment, the  farm  of  thirty-three  acres  at 
the  edge  of  the  town,  and  the  various 
farm  buildings  represent  an  investment  of 
about  $140,000. 

The  Rev.  Jacob  Stucki  died  on  May  10, 
1930.  For  forty-six  years  he  had  lived 
in  the  woods,  eight  miles  from  Black 
River  Falls,  among  the  Indians.  His  chil- 
dren were  born  there  and  grew  to  man- 
hood and  womanhood  among  the  Winne- 
bago children.  Rev.  ]\Ir.  Stucki  served 
not  only  as  pastor  and  teacher,  but  also  as 
doctor,  lawyer,  friend  and  protector.  He 
gave  the  Winnebagos  the  gospels  and  sev- 
eral other  books  of  the  Bible  in  their  own 
language.  His  influence  gradually  ex- 
tended until  it  had  reached  practically 
every  Winnebago  family  in  Wisconsin. 
Though  the  actual  number  of  converts  has 
been  only  about  a  hundred,  the  life  and 
viewpoint  of  all  the  Winnebagos  in  Wis- 
consin have  been  profoundly  changed  by 
the  presence  of  this  man  of  God  in  their 
midst. 

The  death  of  Rev.  Jacob  Stucki  made  a 
change  in  the  management  of  the  Mis- 


for  a  number  of  months,  simply  because 
the  Church  has  not  sent  in  the  money  for 
this  purpose,  and  so  it  is  no  wander  he 
says,  'T  am  simply  up  against  it.  Sorry 
to  have  to  complain  and  do  hope  to  get 
some  relief."  This  is  only  one  of  many 
such  letters  which  these  self-sacrificing 
Missionaries  are  compelled  to  write.  And 
yet  some  of  those  who  have  the  least  are 
giving  a  month's  salary  to  the  Emergency 
Fund  of  the  two  Boards.

sion  necessary.  His  son,  Benjamin 
Stucki,  was  licensed  and  ordained  by  the 
Sheboygan  Classis,  and  was  appointed  as 
pastor  of  the  IMission.  as  well  as  Super- 
intend.ent  of  the  Neillsville  School.  Elder 
John  Stacy,  who  for  years  had  been  an 
outstanding  Christian  leader  among  the 
\\'innebagos,  was  commissioned  as  the 
Evangelist  and  the  active  pastor  of  the 
Indian  congregation  at  Black  River  Falls, 
working  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  Ben- 
jamin Stucki.  Elder  David  Dacorah, 
though  almost  blind,  nevertheless, 
preaches  every  two  weeks  at  Dell's  Dam

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to  a  little  group  of  Christians  there.  A 
number  of  non-Christian  Indians  always 
attend  these  meetings,  which  are  held  in 
the  homes  of  the  Christians.  The  Black 
River  Falls  chapel  is  filled  at  nearly  every 
service,  from  one-third  to  one-half  of  the 
audience  being  non-Christians.  The 
School  at  Neillsville  has  an  enrollment  of 
over  one  hundred,  nearly  equally  divided 
between  boys  and  girls.  Eighty  per  cent 
of  the  pupils  come  from  homes  where 
neither  father  nor  mother  is  a  Christian, 


thus  offering  to  our  workers  a  rare  mis- 
sionary opportunity.  Through  the  sing- 
ing in  the  home  of  Christian  songs  learned 
at  the  school  and  the  telling  of  Bible 
stories,  especially  the  stories  connected 
with  the  life  of  Jesus,  these  children  be- 
come little  messengers  of  the  Gospel  to 
their  non-Christian  relatives  and  neigh- 
bors. The  budget  allowed  the  school  for 
running  expenses  was  placed  at  $18,000 
a  year,  but  by  rigid  economy  the  actual 
annual  expenses  have  always  been  kept 
below  that  figure. 


Dedication  of  Faith  Church,  State  College,  Penna. 

Rev.  Wm.  F.  DeLong,  D.D.,  Superintendent,  Church  Building  Department 


SUNDAY,  May  29th,  was  a  red  letter 
day  in  the  history  of  Faith  Church, 
State  College,  Pennsylvania.  On  this  day 
the  new  church  was  dedicated  to  the  serv- 
ice of  the  Triune  God.  For  a  number  of 
years  the  members  of  this  congregation 
looked  forward  to  the  time  when  they 
might  enjoy  a  larger  and  more  modern 
church  building.  After  careful  planning 
and  counseling  with  the  Church  Building- 
Department  of  the  Board  of  Home  Mis- 
sions this  hope  has  been  reaHzed. 

The  new  church  stands  on  the  site  of 
the  old  church  which  was  purchased  from 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  1911.  The 
church  was  designed  by  Chas.  W.  Bolton 
and  Son  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.  It  is  of 
Gothic  architecture  and  designed  after 
the  style  of  the  English  Parish  Church  of 
the  first  half  of  the  Fourteenth  Century. 

Approaching  the  church  one  is  im- 
pressed with  its  beautiful  entrance,  built 
up  with  massive  buttresses  and  gable 
framing  in  the  entrance  porch,  with  the 
large  decorated  tracery  window  above,  the 
theme  of  which  is  taken  from  the  Old 
Testament.  The  figures  in  it  are  Moses, 
representing  the  Law ;  Isaiah,  represent- 
ing the  Prophets,  and  David,  represent- 
ing the  Poetry  of  the  Bible. 

Upon  entering  you  pass  through  the 
spacious  Narthex  into  the  auditorium,  the 
entire  length  of  which  is  at  once  in  view. 
Your  eye  focuses  upon  the  Chancel  with 
its  altar,  reredos  and  the  beautiful  trace- 
ried  window  above  it.  The  theme  of  this 
window  is  taken  from  the  New  Testa- 


ment. The  figures  in  it  are  Christ  as 
Teacher,  accompanied  by  St.  Peter  and 
St.  Paul. 

A  Church  School  building  is  attached 
to  the  church  in  an  L  shape,  giving  ample 
provision  for  all  the  departments  of  the 
Church  School.  This  building  is  also  well 
adapted  for  work  with  students  attending 
State  College.  The  basement  under  the 
Church  School  building  is  equipped  for 
social  and  entertainment  purposes. 

The  church  is  built  of  native  stone  at 
a  cost  of  $80,000,  furnished.  The  build- 
ing is  a  credit  to  the  denomination  and 
the  town  of  State  College.  Great  credit 
is  due  Pastor  Asendorf  and  his  efficient 
and  zealous  Building  Committee. 

The  service  of  dedication  was  in  charge 
of  the  pastor,  the  Rev.  A.  S.  Asendorf. 
The  dedicatory  sermon  was  preached  by 
the  Rev.  C.  E.  Schaefifer,  D.D.,  General 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Home  Mis- 
sions. Other  ministers  taking  part  were 
the  Rev.  Wm.  F.  Delong,  D.D.,  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Church  Building  Depart- 
ment of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions, 
and  the  Rev.  R.  H.  Dotterer,  a  former 
pastor  of  Faith  Church.  At  the  evening 
service  of  Dedication  Sunday  the  sermon 
was  preached  by  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Mullan, 
D.D.,  Superintendent  of  the  Department 
of  the  East  of  the  Board  of  Home  Mis- 
sions. At  both  these  services  the  audi- 
torium was  filled  to  capacity  with  mem- 
bers and  friends  of  the  congregation. 

Th^  services  were  continued  through- 
out the  week  with  Drs.  H.  I.  Stahr,  A.  M. 
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Faith  Reformed  Church,  State  College,  Pa.

Schmidt  and  George  W.  Richards,  as 
guest  preachers.  Wednesday  evening  was 
Classical  Night,  when  greetings  were  de- 
livered by  different  members  of  West 
Susquehanna  Classis.  Thus  was  brought 
to  a  close  a  week  long  to  be  remembered 
by  the  pastor  and  members  of  Faith 
Church. 

The  entire  Reformed  Church  in  Penn- 
sylvania is  deeply  interested  in  Faith 
Church,  because  hundreds  of  young  men 
and  women  from  all  over  this  Keystone 
State  while  students  at  State  College  wor- 
shipped in  Faith  Church.  A  few  years 
ago  the  offering  on  Home  Mission  Day 
was  devoted  to  Faith  Church.  The  offer- 
ing at  that  time  amounted  to  $16,000, 
which  is  now  invested  in  this  new 
building. 

Faith  Church  was  organized  in  1909 
by  a  Committee  of  West  Susquehanna 


Classis.  From  1909  to  1911,  services 
were  held  in  the  Odd  Fellows'  Hall, 
Lutheran  and  Presbyterian  Churches.

1921-  1922;  the  Rev.  Edwin  H.  Romig, 

1922-  1927,  and  the  Rev.  Albert  S.  Asen- 
dorf, 1928. 

A  number  of  the  members  of  the 
faculty  of  State  College  are  members  of 
Faith  Church  and  serve  as  members  of 
the  Consistory. 

Members  and  friends  of  the  Reformed 
Church  passing  through  the  town  of 
State  College  will  do  well  to  stop  and  visit 
the  new  Faith  Church. 


A  Community  Program 


AB  U  L  L  E  T  I  N  has  recently  been 
issued  by  the  President's  Organiza- 
tion on  Unemployment  Relief,  suggesting 
a  community  program  of  recreational 
activities  for  the  unemployed.  The  or- 
ganizations participating  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  this  program  are ;  American 
Library  Association,  Boys'  Clubs  of 
America,  Federal  Council  of  Churches, 


Jewish  Welfare  Board,  Knights  of 
Columbus,  National  Board  of  Y.W.C.A., 
National  Council  of  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  National 
Recreation  Association,  National  Federa- 
tion of  Settlements.  In  the  Foreword  of 
this  bulletin  written  by  Fred  C.  Crozton, 
Assistant  Director  of  the  President's  Or- 
ganization, attention  is  called  to  the 
fundamental  importance  of  providing  for 
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the  satisfying  use  of  the  free  time  of  the 
unemployed,  as  well  as  of  providing  em- 
ployment, food,  clothing  and  shelter. 
This  time  can  be  and  is  being  used  for 
general  education  and  for  special  voca- 
tional training  and  re-training.  Many  of 
the  unemployed,  however,  have  no  special 
need  for  re-education  and  none  can  spend 
all  his  idle  time  in  studying  and  training. 
Participation  in  cultural  and  craft  activi- 
ties, as  recreation,  has  had  the  additional 
value  of  stimulating  a  desire  for  and  use 
of  educational  and  vocational  training 
opportunities.  There  is  a  definite  need 
for  recreation  opportunities  for  boys  and 
girls,  sixteen  to  twenty-one,  through  with 
school,  but  without  employment  oppor- 
tunities. Existing  recreation  centers, 
libraries,  Y.  M.  C.  A.'s,  Y.  W.  C.  A.'s. 
churches  and  other  facilities  in  most 
cities  are  overwhelmed  with  the  special 
demands  of  this  group. 

Homeless  men  present  a  special  prob- 
lem. Thought  should  be  given  to  provide 
opportunities  for  recreational  activity, 
reading  and  vocational  activities,  enter- 
tainment and  amusement,  and  active  phy- 
sical recreation  for  the  younger  men  of 
this  group.  Many  cities,  large  and  small, 
have  already  opened  special  recreation 
facilities. 

It  is  suggested  in  the  bulletin  that  each 
local  emergency  committee  appoint  a 
small  sub-committee  on  recreation  from 
its  own  membership  of  leading  citizens. 
One  of  the  first  steps  for  a  local 
Emergency  Unemployment  Committee  to 
take  might  be  to  bring  together  represen- 
tatives from  all  public  and  private  local 
agencies  with  facilities  and  trained  per- 
sonnel for  meeting  the  recreational  needs 
of  the  unemployed,  for  the  purpose  of 
outlining  the  needs,  summarizing  existing 
resources  available,  and  planning  for  the 


most  effective  use  of  these  resources  in 
meeting  the  problem.  Then  a  program 
somewhat  along  the  following  lines  might 
be  worked  out: 

1.  Provide  information  service  to 
unemployed  on  local  recreation  oppor- 
tunities through  leaflets,  posters,  an- 
nouncements and  similar  methods. 

2.  Open  additional  special  recreation 
centers  in  connection  with  shelters  for 
homeless  men,  employment  and  registra- 
tion centers,  and  elsewhere  when  neces- 
sary to  supplement  other  facilities. 

3.  Stimulate  and  help  local  organiza- 
tions such  as  fraternal  orders,  labor 
groups  and  churches  to  provide  recrea- 
tion for  their  own  unemployed  members. 

4.  Co-operate  with  recreation  agencies 
in  selection,  assignment,  training  and 
supervision  of  "white  collar"  unemployed 
for  recreation  service. 

5.  Support  local  agencies  in  their 
efforts  to  develop  pubHc  interest  in  and 
financial  support  of  recreation  service  to 
the  unemployed. 

The  following  are  some  suggested 
recreational  activities :  Reading,  Games, 
Dramatic  Entertainment,  Motion  Pic- 
tures, Boxing  and  Wrestling  Shows, 
Music  Entertainment,  Music  Participa- 
tion, Social  Functions,  Indoor  Physical 
Recreation  Activities,  and  Outdoor  Phy- 
sical Recreation  Activities,  Swimming, 
Bathing,  Hiking,  Gardening,  Craft  Activi- 
ties, Clubs  for  Group  Recreation,  Study 
and  Discussion,  Lectures,  Visiting 
Museums,  Visiting  Local  Points  of  His- 
toric and  Scenic  Interest.  Consideration 
should  be  given  to  the  value  of  serving 
light  refreshments,  on  appropriate  occa- 
sions, particularly  in  connection  with 
small  group  social  affairs,  for  the  unem- 
ployed, because  of  their  social  as  well  as 
supplementary  nourishment  value. 


Observations  of  the  Treasurer 

J.  S.  Wise: 


FOR  over  twenty  years  I  have  con- 
sistently adhered  to  the  definition  of 
the  Home  Missionary  program  as  ex- 
pressed in  its  slogan  to  ''Build  the  King- 
dom of  God  into  the  life  of  the  Nation." 
To  attain  that  one's  patriotism  and  piety 
must  needs  go  hand  in  hand.  If  the  task 


of  Home  Missions  is  to  build  this  King- 
dom, then  one  can  hardly  be  a  true  patriot 
without  backing  up  the  work  of  Home 
Missions ;  and  yet,  there  are  all  too  many 
members  of  the  Church  who  are  wrecking 
their  piety  because  of  their  hostile  attitude 
toward  this  important  work.   This  hos- 
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tility,  unfortunately,  is  based  entirely 
upon  a  limited  knowledge  of  the  true 
facts  concerning  the  Board  to  which  Gen- 
eral Synod  has  committed  that  particular 
•  part  of  its  program.  These  facts  are 
always  obtainable  from  the  Triennial 
Reports  of  the  Board  which  are  printed 
and  widely  distributed.  These  should  be 
read  by  our  people.  If  this  were  done, 
many  hurtful  and  unfounded  statements 
would  not  be  made  and  I  am  sure  a  far 
greater  interest  in  the  Board  and  its  work 
would  be  manifested. 

The  prayerful  support  and  loyalty  of 
all  of  our  people  are  as  greatly  needed 
by  the  whole  program  of  the  Church  as 
our  patriotic  loyalty  and  support  are 
needed  by  those  to  whom  we  have  entrust- 
ed the  government  under  which  we  live. 

In  our  support  of  these  officials  have 
we  been  honest  and  fair  to  them?  My 
dictionary  says  "a  patriot  is  one  who  loves 
his  country  and  zealously  supports  and 
defends  its  interests."  Of  course,  this 
implies  his  willingness  to  defend  its  best 
interest  and  not  its  worst.  Practically  all 
of  the  ''noble  experiments"  undertaken  by 
our  country  were  inspired  by  the  high 
ideals  that  were  promoted  and  stimulated 
by  the  Church  of  God.  The  very  founda- 
tion of  our  government  rests  upon  these 
ideals  and  every  Christian  patriot  should 
be  armed  and  equipped  to  defend  them. 
Have  we  been  true  to  this  responsibility? 
One  of  these  ideals  and  without  question 
the  most  far  reaching  and  important  one 
since  the  enactment  of  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  is  now  in  jeopardy.  What 
shall  be  done  about  it?  Shall  we  take  a 
backward  step  and  restore  the  legality  of 
that  which  has  been  the  chief  cause  of 
lawlessness  from  the  beginning  of  the 
Republic?  Remember  that  it  was  a 
whiskey  rebellion  that  first  threatened  the 
new  Republic  and  which  none  other  than 
the  first  President,  George  Washington, 
promptly  crushed. 

As  early  as  July  1920,  the  18th  Amend- 
ment and  the  Volstead  Act  were  grossly 
violated  and  this  violation  has  continued 
until  now.  But  who  are  the  violators  and 
who  is  responsible  for  it?  What  I  then 
said  in  the  Outlook  of  Missions  is  quite 
appropos.  I  repeat  parts  of  it  to  show 
that  the  same  forces  of  evil  have  con- 


tinued to  so  misrepresent  the  spirit  of  the 
Amendment  as  to  deceive  millions  of  our 
people  and  convince  them  that  the  law 
itself  is  a  mistake. 

"One  of  the  greatest  problems  in 
America  is  to  create  a  wholesome  respect 
for  law.  We  pass  laws  touching  every 
phase  of  human  life  and  very  often  expect 
the  mere  enactment  of  such  laws  to 
revolutionize  society.  When  a  law  fails 
to  do  this,  no  matter  how  good  it  may 
be,  it  is  often  indiscriminately  violated. 
The  plea  that  it  cannot  be  enforced  is  a 
poor  excuse,  indeed. 

"The  main  reason  for  laxity  in  this  di- 
rection is,  of  course,  nothing  more  than 
downright  selfishness.  The  managers  of 
the  theatres,  movies,  baseball  clubs,  etc., 
would  commercialize  the  American  Sab- 
bath for  purely  philanthropic  reasons — 
at  least,  so  they  say.  The  booze  dispensers 
are  greatly  concerned  about  the  personal 
liberty  and  welfare  of  the  dear  people. 
Surely,  the  people  are  mistaken  in  their 
desire  to  enjoy  the  freedom  of  a  booze- 
less  nation.  They,  the  real,  true  friends 
of  the  people  will  do  all  they  can  to  re- 
store their  beloved  booze  again.  They 
have  millions  of  dollars  for  propaganda 
purposes,  and  with  the  help  of  such  pub- 
lishers and  politicians,  who  know  a  good 
thing  when  they  see  it,  they  hope  to  free 
the  dear  people  from  all  the  iniquitous 
laws  that  interfere  with  their  appetites, 
pleasures  or  passions.  And  so,  the  dear 
people  are  expected  to  relent,  to  question 
the  efficacy  of  the  law  and  to  permit  these 
kind-hearted  and  noble  gentlemen  to 
nullify  all  such  laws  as  may  in  any  way 
interfere  with  their  fat  pocketbooks. 

"My  purpose  in  these  observations  is  to 
impress  upon  my  readers  the  necessity  of 
being  on  the  alert  and  to  endeavor  at  all 
times  to  offset  the  dangerous  propaganda 
of  the  liquor  men.  They  are  sparing  no 
expense  in  an  organized  effort  to  re- 
establish themselves  in  public  favor  and 
to  revoke  the  enforcement-law  in  the  hope 
of  future  gains.  They  are  much  more 
concerned  about  personal  enrichment 
than  about  personal  liberty.  Theirs  is  the 
personal  liberty  of  the  few  and  the  per- 
sonal degradation  of  the  many. 

"As  I  read  the  daily  papers,  I  am 
forced  to  but  one  conclusion,  and  that  is, 
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that  the  same  crowd  that  has  always  op- 
posed all  law  for  the  regulation  of  the 
liquor  traffic,  or  for  its  elimination,  is  now 
howling  the  loudest  against  the  enforce- 
ment of  that  which  took  over  fifty  years 
to  achieve.  In  fact,  it  is  hard  to  discover 
gross  violations  of  the  law  among  any 
other  class.  It  is  with  considerable 
effrontery  that  they  now  ask  those  who 
are  law  abiding  to  abrogate  the  law 
against  which  they  are  the  chief  offenders. 

"General  Synod's  declaration  on  this 
question  is  clear  and  unmistakable.  It 
most  heartily  endorses  the  prohibition 
amendment  and  stands  squarely  for  the 
enforcement  of  the  law,  as  well  as  whole- 
some respect  for  all  the  moral  laws  of 
the  nation." 

After  all  these  years  let  me  add  the 
analysis  of  the  Republican  platform,  just 
adopted.  This  analysis  was  made  by 
Alonzo  E.  Wilson,  executive  director  of 
the  American  Business  Men's  Prohibition 
Foundation,  who  ''today  accepted  the 
Republican  prohibition  plank  as  a  dry 
triumph.  He  listed  14  points  in  the  Re- 
publican platform  as  favorable  to  the 
drys.  The  plank  is  (1)  for  enforcement ; 
(2)  commits  the  President;  (3)  Pledges 
all  Republican  nominees  to  enforcement ; 


(4)  denounces  nulHfication ;  (5)  warns 
against  non-observances;  (6)  warns 
against  use  of  liquor;  (7)  lodges  in  the 
Federal  Government  permanent  control 
of  manufacture,  sale  and  distribution  of 
liquor  even  in  wet  States;  (8)  discour- 
ages referendums  and  denounces  those 
who  propose  them;  (9)  permits  candi- 
dates for  Congress  to  follow  their  con- 
victions and  the  wishes  of  their  consti- 
tuents;  (10)  does  not  favor  resubmission 
Hmited  to  repeal;  (11)  acknowledges 
benefits  and  gain  of  prohibition  and  de- 
mands they  be  preserved;  (12)  declares 
the  evils  from  violation  of  liquor  law 
must  be  eliminated;  (13)  opposes  return 
of  saloon  and  its  attendant  abuses,  and 
(14)  favors  allowing  the  people  to  vote 
on  the  question  only  in  the  constitutional 
way." 

At  this  writing,  what  the  platform  of 
the  Democratic  party  will  be,  is  not  yet 
available. 

General  Synod  stands  behind  the  18th 
Amendment  and  will  no  doubt  reiterate 
its  former  actions.  Shall  we  as  members 
of  the  Reformed  Church,  renew  our  vows 
of  loyalty  to  the  Constitution  of  our 
Country  and  to  that  of  our  Church?  If 
we  do,  I  am  sure  a  better  day  is  before  us.

Millions  of  dollars 
are  being  used  to  establish  the  appearance 
of  such  a  demand,  but  it  does  not  exist. 

2.  So  far  from  having  failed,  the  pro- 
hibition law  is  operating  today  with  not- 


able success.  Undoubtedly  there  is  less 
drunkenness  now  than  ever  before  in  the 
country's  history.  Rum  running  and  boot- 
legging are  suffering  a  very  serious  de- 
pression. 

3.  The  opening  of  saloons  by  the  re- 
establishment  of  the  beer  trade  or  the 
legalization  of  the  liquor  trade  in  any 
form  would  be  perilous  in  these  trying 
times,  adding  to  the  difficulties  of  legiti- 
mate business,  drying  up  sources  of 
revenue,  increasing  unemployment  by 
restricting  the  demand  for  goods  and 
resulting  in  disorders. 

4.  The  demand  for  resubmission  of 
prohibition  is  a  smoke-screen  to  cover

A  Declaration  of  Principles 


The  following  declaration  of  principles 
was  issued  recently  by  the  National  Pro- 
hibition Board  of  Strategy: 

The  Eighteenth  Amendment  is  the  cul- 
mination in  government  action  of  three 
hundred  years  of  American  experiment  in 
an  effort  to  solve  the  beverage  alcohol 
problem.  It  marks  a  new  milestone  on 
the  road  of  constitutional  government, 
pioneering  a  new  realm  which  has  pecu- 
liarly to  do  with  the  modern  social  order 
and  with  the  rights  of  society  in  a  free 
government  to  be  protected  from  anti- 
social institutions.  It  has  established  a 
principle  of  human  liberty  and  real  free- 
dom which  belongs  in  the  class  with  slave 
emanicipation  and  popular  government.  It 
has  taken  from  a  nefarious  traffic  the 
sanction  of  government  and  the  protec- 
tion of  law.  It  has  torn  the  mask  of 
respectability  from  the  vintner,  the 
brewer,  the  distiller,  the  retailer  and 
wholesaler  of  beverage  intoxicants  and 
has  placed  them  in  the  criminal  class.  It 
has  made  liquor,  once  arrogant,  a  furtive 
thing.  It  has  erected  a  standard  of  social 
welfare  which  has  attracted  the  attention 
and  interest  of  mankind  throughout  the 
civilized  world. 

Recognizing  the  outstanding  impor- 
tance of  the  human  welfare  achievement 
in  the  new  age  of  high  power,  high  speed, 
high  tension,  interdependence  and  advanc- 
ing social  mindedness ;  and  mindful  of 
the  vital  relationship  of  this  fundamental 
policy  of  government  to  modern  civiliza- 
tion, we  most  respectfully  and  earnestly 
appeal  to  each  of  the  major  national  politi- 
cal parties  to  include  in  its  platform  a 
plank  pledging  the  party  to  the  observance 
and  to  vigorous  enforcement  of  the  Eight- 
eenth Amendment  to  the  Constitution  and 
the  laws  enacted  pursuant  thereto  and 
also  calling  upon  the  public  officials,  state 
and  national,  effectively  to  enforce  the 
laws  intended  to  make  that  Amendment 
fully  operative. 


We,  also,  call  upon  each  of  the  parties, 
in  national  conventions  assembled,  to 
nominate  for  the  offices  of  President  and 
Vice-President  only  candidates  who  from 
their  past  records,  their  present  attitude 
and  their  public  utterances  are  able  to 
demonstrate  their  ability  to  qualify  under 
the  constitutionally  prescribed  presidential 
oath  to  ''preserve,  protect  and  defend  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States." 

The  National  Prohibition  Amendment 
to  the  Constitution  was  inaugurated,  pro- 
posed by  Congress,  and  ratified  by  the 
States  in  the  strictest  accordance  with 
Constitutional  requirements,  having  due 
consideration  for  all  the  exacting  demands 
of  the  processes  by  which  our  funda- 
mental charter  is  changed.  We  insist  that 
that  Amendment  shall  now  have  the  full 
benefit  of  the  safeguards  and  limitations 
which  belong  to  every  other  provision  of 
the  basic  law. 

If  and  when  the  opponents  of  prohibi- 
tion register  sufficient  popular  strength 
of  their  own  to  invoke  the  established 
amending  provisions  of  the  Constitution 
and  thus  challenge  the  Eighteenth 
Amendment,  we  will,  to  the  limit  of  our 
ability,  help  to  preserve  and  defend  that 
amendment,  but  we  will  not  join  its 
enemies  in  any  effort  to  invoke  the  amend- 
ing clause  for  that  purpose. 

The  official  record  of  the  last  twenty 
years  and  the  present  official  status  of 
prohibition  in  the  statutes  and  the  con- 
stitutions of  the  several  states  and  of  the 
nation  would  seem  to  suggest  a  course  of 
approval  of  prohibition  by  any  political 
party  rather  than  a  course  of  disapproval. 

In  view  of  recent  prohibition  history 
and  in  the  light  of  the  significant  fact  that 
even  within  recent  weeks  a  strong  major- 
ity of  the  people's  representatives  in  both 
houses  of  Congress  representing  about 
equally  the  numbers  of  both  major  politi- 
cal parties  has  repeatedly  voted  against 
proposed  repeal  and  modification  resolu-

tions,  does  it  not  inevitably  follow  that 
any  repeal  or  resubmission  plank  in  either 
major  party  platform  would,  upon  its 
face,  bear  unmistakable  evidence  to  the 
effect  that  such  a  plank  had  been  inserted 
at  the  behest  and  dictation  of  some  power 
other  than  the  demand  of  the  people 
themselves  through  their  official  repre- 
sentatives in  Congress? 

Much  of  the  suggestion  for  a  refer- 
endum of  some  kind  or  for  submission  of 
a  repeal  amendment,  is  founded  upon  the 
idea  that  by  such  procedure,  the  prohi- 
bition question  would  thus  be  settled  and 
thereby  eliminated  from  politics. 

The  tens  of  thousands  of  local  option, 
county  option,  and  statewide  prohibition 
voting  contests  during  the  last  fifty  years, 
disprove  any  such  contention.  In  no  such 
case  can  it  be  said  that  the  issue  was 
permanently  settled. 

Whatever  might  be  the  result  of  the 
submission  of  a  repeal  amendment  neither 
the  wets  nor  the  drys  would  be  willing  to 
give  up  the  fight.  The  issue  would  not 
be  settled  and  the  whole  question  would 
become  even  more  involved  in  politics  and 
more  complicated  than  it  is  today. 

Moreover,  if  both  major  parties  were 
to  inject  this  issue  into  both  platforms, 
would  not  such  action  tend  to  destroy  the 
two  party  system  in  government  by 
reason  of  the  fact  that  thereafter  in  a 
majority  of  congressional  districts  and 
states,  candidates  for  the  United  States 
Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives  and 
State  legislatures  representing  both 
parties  would  each  be  placed  in  the  posi- 
tion constantly  of  being  disloyal  either  to 
their  party  or  to  their  constituents? 

The  declaration  by  any  political  party 
for  a  referendum  on  prohibition  or  the 
submission  of  a  repeal  amendment  is 
nothing  more  nor  less  than  a  declaration 
adopted  for  the  specific  purpose  of  at- 
tracting to  its  banners  the  opponents  of 
prohibition.  Such  action,  cleverly  veiled, 
though  it  might  be  by  any  party  in  the 
hope  of  being  able  to  hold  its  dry  sup- 
porters while  attempting  to  undermine 
national  prohibition,  in  suggesting  a  sop 
for  wet  support,  would  be  far  more  insid- 
ious and  would  far  more  greatly  deceive 


the  public  than  if  such  party  were  to  come 
out  squarely  against  the  amendment  and 
demand  its  repeal. 

Both  major  political  parties  should 
regard  this  question  as  a  non-partisan 
social  problem  to  be  determined  by  the 
processes  involved  in  constitutional 
methods.  Each  party  should  declare 
unequivocally  for  the  observance  and 
enforcement  of  the  prohibition  law  and 
each  party  should  select  its  standard 
bearers  accordingly.  In  determining  and 
shaping  any  deliverance  that  they  make 
concerning  the  Eighteenth  Amendment 
political  parties  cannot  afford  to  overlook 
nor  ignore  the  fact  that  it  embodies  a 
great  moral  principle  and  expresses  the 
attitude  of  the  Government  on  the  ques- 
tion of  dealing  with  a  recognized  evil. 
A  political  party  can  no  more  afford  to 
take  the  wrong  side  of  a  moral  question 
than  can  an  individual  and  cannot  any 
more  easily  or  readily  justify  itself  in 
taking  such  position. 

This  is  no  time  for  the  friends  of  pro- 
hibition to  take  counsel  of  their  fears. 
This  is  no  time  to  parley  with  the  enemy. 
This  is  no  time  for  a  truce  or  an  armis- 
tice. This  is  no  time  to  fraternize  over 
the  trenches  with  the  foes  of  that  for 
which  the  moral  forces  of  the  nation  have 
fought  for  long,  weary  years  of  toil  and 
sacrifice.  This  is  no  time  to  give  quar- 
ter to  those  whose  cunningly  devised 
schemes  would  tend  to  divert  the  atten- 
tion of  the  people  from  the  real  issue. 

This  is  the  time  for  the  friends  of  the 
Eighteenth  Amendment  throughout  the 
nation  to  serve  notice  on  every  political 
party  and  every  candidate  for  political 
office  that  those  who  in  public  life  seek 
by  any  means  to  weaken  this  national  law 
and  those  who  by  subterfuge  betray  the 
confidence  which  the  friends  of  prohibi- 
tion have  reposed  in  them,  may  expect 
nothing  more  nor  less  than  organized, 
aggressive  relentless  opposition  from  the 
defenders  of  national  prohibition.  This 
is  the  time  to  reform  and  reorganize  the 
lines  of  the  prohibition  hosts.  This  is 
the  time  to  present  a  solid  front  of  the 
moral  forces  of  the  nation.  This  is  the 
time  to  fight. 
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The  Work  Prospers  at  Taolin,  China 


I  AST  Sunday  I  spent  at  Taolin  where 
*  a  flourishing  congregation  of  46 
members  has  been  organized.  I  was  pres- 
ent to  help  in  the  installation  of  the  elders 
and  deacons.  Besides  a  primary  school 
of  76  students,  Evangelist  Mei  is  also 
•  conducting  a  class  for  13  women  and  ten 
night  schools  with  a  total  enrollment  of 
124.  These  night  schools  are  for  those 
who  have  not  had  an  opportunity  to  at- 
tend school  when  they  were  younger,  and 
are  taught  by  volunteer  teachers.  Al- 


though the  weather  was  bad  the  attend- 
ance was  about  180  at  the  morning  serv- 
ice. As  the  church  will  seat  only  150,  a 
number  of  seats  had  to  be  brought  in  for 
the  extra  number.  Evangelist  Mei  re- 
ported that  more  than  300  were  present 
for  the  Easter  service.  Twenty-eight 
partook  of  the  Holy  Communion.  A 
class  of  20  are  studying  the  Catechism. 
It  certainly  is  encouraging  to  see  the 
results  when  a  man  is  enthused  in  the 
service  of  his  Master.

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HEART  THROBS  OF  OUR  MISSIONARIES  IN  CHINA 

As  Their  Personal  Reports  to  the  1931  Mission  Meeting 

Reveal  Them 


LIFE  in  this  part  of  China  has  not  been 
too  easy  the  past  year,  but  you  might 
be  surprised  to  know  how  peaceful  we 
have  been  in  the  midst  of  wars  and 
rumors  of  wars.  God  has  been  very  near 
and  very  dear.  The  Gospel  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  is  needed  more  than  ever. 
We  need  preachers,  doctors  and  teachers, 
and  without  them  some  of  our  mission- 
aries are  greatly  overworked. 

Besides  teaching  ten  hours  a  week  in 
Huping,  I  am  a  sort  of  Jack  of  many 
trades.  I  try  to  keep  in  touch  with  Mrs. 
Djou,  our  faithful  Bible  woman,  talking 
over  her  problems  and  helping  her  to  plan 
her  work. 

Every  Tuesday  and  Friday  afternoon 
we  have  prayer  meetings — Tuesdays  for 
Christian  women,  Fridays  for  women 
from  the  community.  It  is  a  pleasure  to 
see  how  well  the  women  take  part  in  sing- 
ing and  praying,  and  occasionally  giving 
a  message.  I  never  miss  these  meetings 
if  I  can  help  it.    I  had  the  great  joy  at 


Easter  of  seeing  two  wom'en  who  used  to 
be  among  the  industrial  group  of  workers 
give  themselves  to  God.  One  is  very 
faithful  in  coming  to  meetings,  the  other 
is  becoming  more  and  more  crippled  with 
rheumatism.  She  is  in  the  hospital  now 
but  cannot  be  cured. 

A  few  weeks  ago  we  buried  one  of  our 
Christian  women.  The  husband  is  such 
an  earnest  Christian.  He  used  to  be  a 
forerunner  for  Buddhist  priests,  now  he 
is  faithful  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

I  feel  it  no  small  cause  for  thankful- 
ness that  another  year  of  work  has  drawn 
to  a  close  so  peacefully.  The  unsettled 
conditions  following  the  Red  occupation 
of  Yochow  during  the  summer  of  1930 
delayed  my  return  until  after  school  had 
opened.  I  plunged  into  work  for  two 
weeks,  when  further  activities  on  the  part 
of  the  Reds  made  it  necessary  for  all  the 
missionaries  to  leave  for  Hankow,  where 
we  resided  for  another  period  of  two 
weeks.  Again  we  returned  to  Yochow, 
wondering  whether  our  winter  was  to  be 
made  up  of  a  series  of  fortnightly  trips  up 
and  down  the  river,  but  fortunately  no 
further  exodus  was  necessary.  Of  rumors 
there  have  been  many,  some  alarming 
enough  to  cause  no  little  uneasiness,  but 
God  has  kept  us  in  a  wonderful  way,  and 
for  this  I  am  deeply  thankful,  as  I  am 
also  for  the  joy  of  service  in  His  name.

As  teacher  of  religious  courses  in  Hup- 
ing  Middle  School,  and  as  chairman  of 
the  Huping  congregation,  I  have  had  op- 
portunities for  service  that  v^ere  large 
indeed.  The  teaching  of  English  and 
World-geography  has  given  me  pleasant 
contacts  w^ith  the  students  of  several 
classes.  Classes  for  enquirers  are  con- 
ducted for  teachers,  for  students  and  for 
workmen ;  an  interest  in  the  study  of  the 
Church  and  its  foundations  is  evidenced 
by  a  number  of  individuals  in  each  group. 
Eighteen  students  of  the  Senior  Middle 
School  elected,  as  a  study  in  practical 
religion,  Ritter's  "A  Study  in  Christian 
Citizenship  for  Middle  Schools."  Forty- 
six  students  of  the  Junior  Middle  School 
joined  voluntary  Bible  study  classes  under 
congregational  auspices.  These  classes 
met  at  our  home  on  week-day  evenings; 
we  used  the  Bible  as  text  book,  with 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  course  outlines  to  give  direc- 
tion to  the  studies.  Another  interesting 
Bible  study  group  that  met  with  me  twice 
weekly  was  the  entire  student  body  of  the 


Djen  Hu  Lower  Primary  School. 

Two  students  were  received  into  the 
fellowship  of  the  Huping  Church  during 
the  year,  in  addition  to  the  number  of 
women  received  largely  through  the 
efforts  of  Mrs.  Hoy  and  the  Chinese 
woman  evangelist.  It  has  also  been  pos- 
sible for  me  to  get  about  among  the 
farmers,  brick-burners  and  stone-cutters 
in  the  neighborhood  of  Huping,  and  a 
more  intensive  pursuit  of  this  type  of 
evangelism  is  being  planned  for  the  com- 
ing year. 

It  has  been  a  great  joy  to  co-operate

Returning  to  China  in  times  like  these, 
brings  to  one  more  keenly  than  ever  an 
awareness  of  how  interesting  it  is,  how 
full  of  change,  how  full  of  possibilities 
and  problems.  It  brings,  too,  an  over- 
whelming sense  of  inability  to  meet  its 
challenges  and  its  demands,  and  uncer- 
tainty as  to  what  will  mean  most  for  the 
work  in  the  effort  of  one  short  span  of 
life — whether  one's  effort  is  best  put  into 
the  getting  of  the  language  and  back- 
ground in  order  to  appreciate  what  is 
around  one,  whether  to  put  it  into  organ- 
ized Bible  teaching,  whether  to  put  it  into 
visitations  and  contacts,  or  whether  to  fol- 
low the  most  apparent  line  of  a  medley  of 


all  these  and  hope  vaguely  that  that  is  all 
one  can  do. 

Aside  from  beginning  school  work  with 
Raymond,  aged  six,  each  day  has  fallen 
much  into  its  old  divisions — an.  hour  each 
day  in  kindergarten  w^ork,  a  little  help 
wnth  the  three  Street  Sunday  Schools  on 
Sunday  afternoons,  and  some  work  wath 
the  Ladies'  Aid  of  the  Yochow  Church. 
If  one's  aspirations  in  the  Street  Sunday 
School  work  and  in  the  Ladies'  Aid  could 
count  for  anything,  they  would  be  well 
worth  while,  for  the  streets  swarm  with 
children  who  yearn  for  something  to  do, 
some  place  to  go,  something  to  play.  To 
offer  them  something  besides  the  gutter 
atmosphere  that  they  are  heir  to  would  in 
itself  be  a  worthwhile  work. 

The  Ladies'  Aid  or  Ging  Teh  Hwei  or- 
ganized some  years  ago  by  Miss  Helen 
Ammerman,  made  up  of  Christians  and 
enquirers,  averages  an  attendance  of 
about  twenty  women  who  come  each  week 
for  two  hours  of  unremunerated  hand- 
work and  a  short  devotional  or  discussion 
of  some  topic  regarding  home  life.  Their 
handwork  is  sold  and  the  proceeds  kept 
for  charity  work.  This  spring  a  small 
contribution  was  made  towards  the  run- 
ning expenses  of  the  Street  Sunday 
Schools  and  $12.00  pledged  yearly  to  the 
medical  work  which  the  Hospital  does  in 
the  local  prisons.  If  this  little  group  can 
make  a  step  towards  the  idea  of  self- 
support,  in  addition  to  the  time  they  give, 
it  will  be  greatly  worthwhile.  May  we 
only  be  able  to  see  more  and  more  the 
places  where  self -development  is  begin- 
ning and  strengthen  them  not  by  our 
money  or  our  labor,  but  by  our  wisdom 
and  by  our  insight  and  our  faith,  that 
their  Christian  effort  may  manifest 
greater  things  than  we  even  dare  to  hope 
for.

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A  Conference  of  Medical  Students 


THE  British  Advisory  Board  on  Medi- 
cal Missions  of  the  Societies  in  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  held  a  conference  of 
students  interested  in  Medical  Missions 
on  May  10,  1932,  at  the  London  School 
of  Hygiene  and  Tropical  Medicine.  The 
attendance  at  this  annual  conference  was 
the  most  encouraging  since  the  Great 
War — about  three  hundred  students  being 
present.  The  students  of  Livingstone 
College  were  in  attendance. 

Livingstone  College  has  been  giving  a 
nine  months'  medical  training  to  non- 
medical missionaries  who  expect  to  be 
stationed  in  remote  corners  of  the  foreign 
field  where  no  medically  qualified  mis- 
sionary will  be  placed.  The  College  was 
opened  to  men  students  in  1893  and  has 
continued  up  to  the  present  time  except 
during  the  interval  of  the  Great  War 
when  it  was  used  as  a  military  hospital. 
Women  students  have  been  admitted 
since  1920. 

One  of  the  conference  speakers  said, 
"The  aim  of  Medical  Missions  is  not  to 
hospitalise  the  world  but  to  establish  dis- 
pensaries, which  the  natives  will  be  able 
to  maintain  later  on,  having  hospitals  in 
centers  for  major  work  and  training  of 
native  workers."    This  idea  is  in  accord 


with  the  present  trend  of  Missions, 
namely,  the  evangelization  of  rural  areas. 
With  the  present  shortage  of  fully  quali- 
fied medical  missionaries  the  Livingstone 
graduate  meets  the  dispensary  need  for 
all  practical  purposes. 

Following  are  gems  gleaned  from  the 
conference  messages : 

"The  Hfe  of  a  medical  missionary  can 
be  lived  nearest  to  the  life  of  the  Master." 

"The  medical  missionary  should  have 
a  message  that  will  make  a  difference  even 
unto  eternity." 

''The  hfe  must  be  right  to  be  in  line 
with  His  will." 

"There  is  no  use  trying  service  for  God 
anywhere  without  living  contact  with 
Christ." 

"We  need  difficulties  to  test  the 
strength  of  our  armour." 

"The  Christ  who  called  Andrew  and 
Peter  called  me." 

"The  call  of  humanity  is  not  enough ; 
the  glamour  of  Missions  is  not  enough ; 
the  call  must  come  from  Him." 

"When  the  call  is  heard,  launch  out  on 
practical  Christian  work  at  once ;  do  not. 
wait  until  you  get  on  the  foreign  field."

WHILE  in  Tokyo,  one  April  day,  I 
purchased  a  volume  that  has  ever 
since  been  a  source  not  only  of  inspira- 
tion, but  of  sheer  delight.  It  is  called 
FAMOUS  PEOPLE  OF  JAPAN,  and 
because  the  anecdotes  contained  in  it 
throw  a  unique  light  upon  the  character 
of  the  Oriental  as  he  was,  and  is,  I  want 
to  cull  for  you,  a  few  of  its  pages : 

Kano  Motonobu 

Kano  Motonobu,  the  great  artist,  was 
very  much  of  a  Bohemian.  One  day,  in 
his  penniless  wanderings,  he  came  to  a 
temple  .  .  .  near  Osaka,  and  asked  to 
be  allowed  to  stay  there  for  a  time.  The 
head  priest  consented  to  this,  but  asked 
him  in  return  to  paint  a  picture.  After 
two  or  three  years,  someone  complained 
to  the  head  priest  that  the  artist  was 
idling  away  his  time  doing  nothing.  But 
the  old  priest  only  smiled.  At  last  one 
night  some  of  the  young  priests  peeped 
through  the  shoji  (paper  doors)  into  the 
artist's  room.  They  found  him  dancing 
.  .  .  before  a  lamp,  flinging  his  arms 
about,  and  watching  his  moving  shadow 
on  a  screen.  They  went  and  told  the 
head  priest  that  the  artist  had  gone  mad ; 
but  the  old  man  only  smiled  again. 

A  few  days  later,  the  artist  announced 
that  his  picture  was  completed — so  they 
all  went  to  his  room.  There  were 
twenty-five  cranes  painted  on  a  screen; 
and  the  sense  of  life-like  movement  that 
he  had  given  them  filled  everyone  with 
wonder  and  admiration.  Next  day  the 
artist  left  the  temple  and  continued  his 
wanderings.  About  three  weeks  later  at 
a  place  in  the  Hakone  mountains,  about 
two  hundred  miles  from  the  temple,  he 
came  upon  a  tree  very  much  like  the  one 
he  had  painted  with  the  cranes  on  the 
screen.  But  this  tree  had  an  extra 
branch  that  the  artist  considered  an 
improvement.  So  he  tramped  all  the  way 
back  to  the  temple ;  and  while  the  priests 
were  at  prayers,  he  silently  entered  his 
old  room,  and  added  another  branch  to 
the  picture.    Then  again  he  disappeared. 


Tsukawara  Bokuden 
Tsukawara  Bokuden,  the  great  fencer, 
was  once  crossing  Lake  Biwa  in  a  ferry- 
boat with  several  other  passengers.  One 
of  these  was  an  unusually  large  and 
ferocious-looking  Samurai,  who  talked 
very  big  about  his  prowess  as  a  fencer. 
He  finally  turned  on  Bokuden  and  re- 
marked patronizingly,  "I  see  you're  a 
Samurai,  so  I  suppose  you  know  some- 
thing about  fencing.  What  school  do  you 
belong  to?"  Bokuden  mildly  repHed, 
"I've  learned  a  little;  but  I  belong  to  the 
'free  hand  school'  I  don't  need  to  use 
my  sword.  I  overcome  my  opponents 
with  my  hands  only." 

"You  do,  eh?"  sneered  the  big  Samu- 
rai; 'Veil,  I  never  heard  of  your  school, 
but  suppose  we  try  a  bout  of  it  right 
here  ?" 

''We'd  better  fight  over  there,"  replied 
Bokuden,  pointing  to  a  small  islet  in  the 
middle  of  the  lake.  The  tall  Samurai 
agreed  to  this,  and  gave  an  order  to  the 
boatman ;  and  when  the  boat  came  within 
a  few  yards  of  the  islet,  he  impatiently 
sprang  ashore.  Then  Bokuden  picked  up 
a  long  boat  pole,  and  everyone  supposed 
he  was  going  to  pole-jump  after  him.  But 
instead  of  this  he  calmly  shoved  off,  and 
left  the  big  fellow  stranded  on  the  islet 
shore.  "Come  back  you  coward,  come 
back!"  yelled  the  furious  Samurai  when 
he  saw  what  was  done. 

"Not  at  all,"  replied  the  master  calmly. 
"I  told  you  I  belonged  to  the  free  hand 
school.    And  as  you  see,  it  is  quite  un- 
necessary for  me  to  use  my  sword."

Hanawa  Hokiichi,  the  famous  blind 
scholar  and  critic,  was  once  reading  with 
his  students  the  well-known  novel  called 
"Genji  Monogatari."  The  lecture  room 
was  rather  small,  and  was  provided  with 
only  one  lamp,  by  the  light  of  which  the 
students  were  just  able  to  see  their  books. 
But  while  they  were  busily  taking  notes 
of  their  master's  lecture,  a  puff  of  wind 
suddenly  blew  out  the  lamp  and  left  them 
in  darkness. 
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Hanawa,  being  quite  unaware  of  this, 
calming  went  on  with  his  lecture ;  but  the 
students,  being  of  course  unable  to  see 
to  read  or  write,  had  to  ask  their  master 
to  stop  for  a  few  moments. 

''Why,  what  is  the  matter?"  inquired 
Hanawa. 

"It  is  the  light,  sir,"  they  replied.  ''The

Public  Health  Nursing  Among  the  Chippewas 

Address  given  at  the  General  Synodical  Meeting  in  Cleveland  in  May

DURING  the  last  two  years  I  have 
been  working  as  a  PubHc  Health 
Nurse  among  the  Chippewa  Indians  in 
the  northern  part  of  Minnesota,  and  I 
wish  to  give  you  a  glimpse  of  this  work. 

Surprising  as  it  may  seem,  although  it 
is  nearly  four  and  one-half  centuries  since 
America  was  discovered,  many  people  of 
today  still  think  that  the  Indian  is  "wild" 
and  some  of  them  are  even  listening  for 
the  sound  of  the  war  whoop.  Instead  of 
scalps  hanging  on  the  walls,  however,  you 
are  more  apt  to  find  diplomas  from 
schools  and  universities. 

There  are  in  Minnesota  about  13,000 
Indians,  only  a  small  number  of  whom 
are  living  on  the  one  remaining  closed 
reservation,  where  the  land  has  not  yet 
been  allotted  to  the  Indians.  Although 
the  Chippewa  Indians  are  now  citizens  of 
the  United  States  and  the  ones  outside  the 
reservation  have  received  their  allotments 
of  land,  they  are  all  government  wards, 
because  of  the  trust  fund  held  for  them 
by  the  United  States.  This  places  the 
Indian  in  a  unique  position.  He  is  a  citi- 
zen and  at  the  same  time  a  ward  of  the 
government,  and  entitled  to  its  protection 
and  attention. 

The  Indian  finds  himself  midst  chang- 
ing conditions,  which  affect  his  life.  He 
has  no  control  over  these  demands  which 
he  finds  so  difficult  to  meet  and  live  up  to. 
The  typical  Indian  family  consists  of  from 
six  to  ten  members  living  in  a  one-room, 
tar-papered  shack  with  little  ventilation, 
and  with  little  or  no  furniture  in  the 
house.  The  nearby  lake  or  stream  serves 
as  the  sole  water  supply. 

Pul)lic  Health  Nursing  Service  was 
started  in  Minnesota  in  the  fall  of  1923, 


after  a  visit  was  made  by  Dr.  S.  J.  Crum- 
bine,  of  the  American  Child  Health  Asso- 
ciation, and  Dr.  A.  J.  Chesley,  of  the 
Minnesota  State  Department  of  Health. 
They  found  the  Indians  living  in  small, 
poorly  ventilated  homes  and  the  health 
conditions  among  them  very  bad.  With 
the  funds  received  through  the  co-opera- 
tion of  federal,  state  and  voluntary 
agencies,  two  well-qualified  nurses  were 
employed.  At  present  there  are  three 
Public  Health  Nurses  employed  by  the 
Minnesota  State  Department  of  Health 
and  three  by  the  Federal  Indian  Bureau. 
It  is  our  duty  as  Public  Health  Nurses 
to  teach  the  Indian  to  make  his  surround- 
ings such  that  good  health  is  possible,  and 
then  to  help  him  enjoy  his  new  environ- 
ment. 

This  Public  Health  Service  has  been 
defined  as  ''the  building  of  a  more  beau- 
tiful temple  for  the  soul  of  man  to 
inhabit." 

The  most  important  factor  in  beginning 
this  work,  as  is  true  of  any  public  health 
work,  is  to  gain  the  confidence  of  the 
Indian  people.  Many  of  our  primitive 
groups  are  still  superstitious  and  resent 
the  teaching  of  the  white  man.  The 
medicine  man  is  still  the  resort  of  great 
numbers  of  our  Indian  population  in  case 
of  illness.  The  hope  of  his  advancement 
in  public  health  is  based  on  his  love  for 
his  children,  and  acting  upon  this  prin- 
ciple, progress  has  been  made.  Naturally 
the  first  approach  we  make  to  the  people 
is  going  into  the  homes  to  get  acquainted 
with  them,  and  to  show  them  that  we  are 
interested  in  the  healthy  children  as  well 
as  in  the  sick  ones.  We  are  realizing  that 
the  more  energy  we  spend  on  the  child,

the  more  lasting  and  profitable  is  the  in- 
vestment. To  educate  and  train  the  child 
is  worth  infinitely  more  than  to  labor  with 
the  deficiencies  of  the  adult. 

The  districts  and  sub-agencies  of  the 
consolidated  Chippewa  Jurisdiction  are 
scattered  throughout  northern  Minnesota 
and  cover  a  vast  area  too  large  to  permit 
close  follow-up  work.  My  district  con- 
sists of  Mille  Lacs,  Carlton,  Pine  and 
Aitken  counties,  giving  a  supervision  of 
almost  one  thousand  Indians  ranging 
from  those  living  in  very  primitive  state, 
quite  indifTerent  to  any  health  work,  to 
others  wholly  independent  and  intelli- 
gently embracing  all  the  latest  develop- 
ment in  modern  medicine  and  living  in  as 
good  and  as  sanitary  homes  as  can  be 
found  anywhere.  This  scattered  field  of 
service  makes  it  necessary  for  me  to 
spend  a  great  deal  of  time  on  the  road, 
averaging  approximately  3,000  miles  a 
month. 

The  duties  of  the  Public  Health  nurse 
are  many,  as  we  carry  on  a  generalized 
program.  The  health  interests  are  of  sev- 
eral varieties :  detection  of  physical  de- 
fects by  school  visits  and  inspection,  con- 
trol of  communicable  diseases,  and  physi- 
cal training  and  education.  Early  this 
spring  I  organized  two  classes  in  mother- 
craft  for  mothers  and  girls  in  the  upper 
grades  in  school.  The  lessons  consist  of 
personal  hygiene,  home  sanitation,  and 
home  nursing.    I  find  that  my  students 


are  very  much  interested  in  home  nursing, 
making  beds,  etc.  Another  important  duty 
is  home  visits  and  nursing.  This,  of 
course,  includes  all  types  of  cases  such  as 
maternity,  tuberculosis,  mental,  venereal 
and  communicable  diseases. 

We  in  Minnesota  are  fortunate  in  hav- 
ing been  provided  by  the  Indian  Bureau 
with  fairly  adequate  hospitalization  and 
medical  facilities,  and  the  Public  Health 
Nurses  are  providing  the  stimulus  to  get 
the  Indians  to  use  them.  The  distance 
to  these  facilities  is  often  very  great  and 
the  Indian  mode  of  travel  so  often  slow 
and  unsure  that  transporting  patients  is 
still  a  necessary  duty  of  the  nurse.  This 
is  very  unfortunate  as  much  of  our  time 
which  could  be  spent  for  more  eflfective 
service  is  taken  up  with  this  work.  How- 
ever, without  a  way  of  getting  to  it,  the 
hospital  can  be  of  no  benefit  to  the  patient. 

Due  to  many  things  including  poverty 
and  the  lack  of  understanding,  many 
homes  are  wanting  for  proper  food  and 
clothing  to  maintain  even  minimum 
health.  Cows  are  very  scarce  and  there- 
fore the  children  do  not  get  the  required 
amount  of  milk.  Condensed  milk  is  used 
a  great  deal  instead.  We  often  find  that 
as  long  as  a  baby  is  nursed  it  thrives  fa- 
mously, but  when  it  is  put  on  a  general 
diet  lacking  vegetables,  cereals  and  cows' 
milk  the  child  develops  rickets  and  because 
of  his  lowered  resistance  he  becomes  sus- 
ceptible to  colds,  communicable  diseases 
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and  tuberculosis.  Through  repeated 
demonstrations  of  the  necessity  of  cows' 
milk,  cereals,  fruits  and  vegetables  in  the 
diet,  also  through  the  efforts  of  the  nurses 
in  planning  with  the  mothers  as  to  how 
they  can  buy  these  in  large  quantities  and 
use  them  instead  of  so  much  bread  and 
potatoes,  the  Indians'  diet  is  becoming 
more  varied. 

Winning  the  co-operation  of  the  Indian 
mother  is  still  often  an  arduous  task,  but 
once  she  understands  that  the  nurse  is 
really  trying  to  help  her  to  keep  her  fam- 
ily healthier  and  happier  the  task  is  not 
so  hard.  Here  is  one  incident.  It  took 
over  a  year  to  persuade  both  parents  of 
twin  girls  suffering  with  tuberculosis  to 
let  them  go  to  the  sanatorium.  Finally 
they  gave  their  consent.  Later  the  whole 
family  contracted  ''flu"  and  the  baby  died 
due  chiefly  to  lack  of  proper  food  and 
care.  As  soon  as  the  funeral  was  over 
the  mother  visited  the  twins  at  the  sana- 
torium and  when  she  saw  their  improved 
condition  she  said  that  she  was  glad  "the 
nurse  took  her  twins  away  or  they  would 
have  been  dead  too." 

Another  case  was  that  of  a  patient  who 
accepted  care  at  the  hospital  but  refused 
surgery  that  was  recommended  by-  the 
doctor.  A  little  later  she  had  a  ruptured 
appendix  and  was  rushed  to  the  hospital. 
Complications  set  in  and  her  progress 
toward  recovery  was  slow.  The  family 
grew  very  impatient,  went  to  the  hos- 
pital and  took  her  away  without  consent. 
Because  she  didn't  get  any  care  and  lacked 
the  proper  food,  she  died  a  few  weeks 
later.  From  this  sad  experience  the  fam- 
ily is  willing  to  co-operate  in  every  way 
to  keep  well.  Now  the  nurses  often 
receive  requests  from  mothers  wishing 
aid  in  getting  to  the  hospital  for  confine- 
ment or  other  medical  aid. 

Within  the  last  three  years  three  diag- 
nostic clinics  were  held  for  our  Indians. 
The  main  object  was  to  improve  their 
general  living  and  health  conditions  and 
to  obtain  findings  to  point  the  way  toward 
further  constructive  work.  It  was  dis- 
covered at  these  clinics  that  the  suppurat- 
ing tuberculosis  neck  glands  so  common 
among  the  children  some  years  ago  had 
practically  disappeared.  This  is  greatly 
due  to  the  care  they  received  from  the 


sanatorium  provided  for  them  as  well  as 
to  the  improved  hygienic  condition  in  the 
homes. 

Through  health  talks  and  through  the 
teachings  of  the  school,  the  health 
message  is  carried  to  the  homes  and  a 
general  improvement  results.  As  a  result 
of  school  inspection,  cases  of  malnutri- 
tion, poor  vision  and  other  defects  are 
brought  under  the  care  of  the  Indian 
Bureau  physician.  By  correction  of 
faulty  diet  the  undernourished  gain 
ground  and  for  love  of  his  children 
many  an  Indian  father  has  been  per- 
suaded to  better  provide  for  his  family. 

One  great  difficulty  arises  from  the 
inherent  love  of  migratory  life  which 
leads  them  all  off  for  their  seasonal  indus- 
try— sugaring,  fishing  and  ricing.  Obvi- 
ously, this  tendency  to  wander  about  is 
not  conducive  to  agriculture.  Their  food 
still  consists  largely  of  wild  rice,  fish  and 
game  in  season  and  berries.  Because  of 
the  increased  scarcity  of  these  natural 
food  supplies  many  of  our  Indians  are 
beginning  to  cultivate  potatoes,  corn, 
beans,  etc. 

Last  summer  a  paper  was  published  by 
our  agency,  which  set  forth  experiences 
and  work  about  the  farms,  gardens,  and 
better  homes  and  health  conditions,  in 
order  to  carry  on  this  adopted  policy  of 
progress  towards  their  desire  for  a  better 
moral  and  social  life. 

The  program  emphasized  several  im- 
portant projects,  with  the  idea  of  making 
the  Minnesota  Indians  more  self-sup- 
porting.   The  chief  of  these  were : 

1 .  Gardening  program  with  the  slogan : 
''A  garden  for  every  Indian  family." 

2.  4H  Club  program  for  the  boys  and 
girls  to  develop  productive  activity  along 
the  right  lines  and  to  develop  leadership 
among  the  younger  generation. 

3.  A  program  especially  fitted  for  the 
"agriculturally  minded"  Indians.  Special 
efforts  are  being  made  to  improve  the 
practices  of  the  Indians  who  show  an 
interest  in  farming  bv  assisting  them  to 
improve  their  farming  —  growing  alfalfa 
and  better  varieties  of  corn  and  grain, 
better  feeding  methods  for  livestock,  etc. 
Better  homes  and  farm  buildings  are  also 
needed  and  assistance  is  being  given  along 
this  line. 
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4.  A  program  for  the  improvement  of 
homes  and  health  conditions.  The  object 
of  our  whole  program  is  to  change  the 
conduct  of  individual  men,  women  and 
children.  We  want  them  to  manage  their 
bodies  well,  to  help  us  control  communi- 
cable disease,  to  use  preventive  medical 
service  and  to  support  the  community 
program  of  health  promotion. 

Do  not  think  for  a  moment  that  the 
nursing  service  has  been  able  to  accom- 
plish this  alone.  The  co-operation  of  the 
Indian  Service  Bureau,  the  State  Child 
Hygiene  workers  and  other  understand- 
ing volunteer  agencies  is  deeply  appreci- 
ated. 

Therefore,  by  a  slow  process  of  educa- 
tion the  Indian  is  emerging  from  this 
stage  to  that  of  the  scientific  treatment  of 


disease.  He  is  beginning  to  realize  the 
advantages  of  hospitalization  and  scien- 
tific medicine. 

To  accomplish  this,  requires  infinite 
patience,  a  deep  love  of  humanity  and  an 
understanding  of  his  past  and  of  his  pres- 
ent views.  To  make  him  understand  the 
true  meaning  of  citizenship  is  a  slow 
progress  and  is  not  a  task  of  a  year  or 
two.  Recently  a  speaker  in  referring  to 
living  during  this  period  of  depression 
that  we  hear  so  much  about  made  this 
statement,  'Tt  is  immensely  interesting, 
but  it  is  hard."  So  I,  also,  want  to  say 
that  my  work  among  the  Indians  during 
these  two  years  has  been  of  the  greatest 
interest,  even  though  sometimes  a  little 
hard  and  discouraging.  Perhaps,  after 
all,  it  is  the  hard  things  in  life  that  make 
it  worth  while.
